Boost for Orange County 
“The Biggest Little County on Earth" 


The following financial letter of the American National Bank of San Francisco, under 
date of June 25th, 1914, clearly explains the present financial situation:— 
“Any one who has been induced by the general wave of pessimism to believe that 
the nation is going to the dogs, should take a trip out into the country, forget the 
woes of business and rest his eyes on the yellow fields of grain and the ripening fruit 
that bends low the branches of the trees. Because there is where the money comes 
from, the money that supports the stores, erects the skyscrapers, and buys the clothes 
and ornaments, the automobiles and talking machines and all other commodities, from 
the manufacture or distribution of which the city makes its living. 
“There are many more reasons for cheerfulness than for discouragement. Espe­ 
cially is this true in the Pacific Coast section. Our products are mainly foodstuffs, or 
raw materials of the soil, the forest or the mine. These products are plentiful this year, 
and the market is satisfactory, so that the fundamentals for prosperous conditions are 
present. The causes which have created dpression in the industrial East are largely 
non-existant in the agricultural West, and there is little occasion for being downheart­ 
ed, except sympathetically. 
“Barley is now being harvested in California, and the yield is expected to be more 
than 1,000,000 tons—double the yield of last year—and worth from $16,000,000 to 
$18,000,000 to the grower. Other grains of importance are turning out well, and the 
hay crop is of record-breaking size. Stimulus is certain to be given to dairying and to 
the production of stock, with profit to farmers and benefit to consumers of food. The 
fruit harvest, so far as it has developed, is meeting earlier expectations, and ship­ 
ments will be large. 
“In Southern districts packing houses are working on Valencias, which are of 
good quality and bringing fair prices. Total shipments of citrus fruits from Novem­ 
ber I to June 15, were 38,503 cars as compared with 15,100 cars for the same period 
a year ago. 
“Reports from the oil fields indicate that California will attain a total production 
of more than one hundred million barrels this year, according to the state mineralog­ 
ist, the mineral production of the state for 1914 will reach a total value of $100,000,000, 
of which petroleum will furnish about $50,000,000 and gold $20,000,000. 
“Not only in California, but in adjoining states of the Coast and of the intermoun­ 
tain region, agricultural prospects are excellent, and there is a general feeling of 
hope and confidence for the future. The sentiment prevails that the plow is mightier 
than the legislature in promoting conditions of prosperity, and that the administra­ 
tion at Washington will neither send the business interests to perdition nor lift them 
to the skies on flowery beds of ease. It may be frankly admitted, however, that busi­ 
ness is slow, collections unsatisfactory, and trading of smaller volume than it was a 
year ago. 
“Disturbed and faltering business conditions are not peculiar to America, but are 
of world-wide extent, indicating that the causes, or some of them, at least, lie deeper 
than our political agitations and commercial refqrms. The world is still paying for 
the great destruction of life and property growing out of the Balkan war; and the 
curtailment of productive activities in Mexico doubtless has its effect in the reduction 
of trade everywhere.”

The following letter has 
been 
ceived by County Game W arden W. K. 
Robinson from the State Fish and 
Game Commission: 
San Francisco, June 15, 1914. 
To Whom It May Concern:—It has 
come to vour attention that the fisher­ 
men on San Francisco Bay and else­ 
where have been shipping and selling 
salt water perch since theiii& t day of 
May, which is in violation of section 
628-G of the Penal Code of this state. 
We feel that these violations have re­ 
sulted from ignorance of the meaning 
of the law itself and in particular from 
ignorance as to the identity of the fish 
that are mentioned in 
the 
law. 
To 
clear up these misunderstandings we 
are submitting this letter and would 
request that it be given close attention 
by the market fishermen and such pub­ 
licity as may be needed to 
prevent 
further violations oh the part of fish­ 
ermen who may not themselves see 
the letter. 
Section 628-G, above referred to, was 
introduced at the last session of the 
Legislature by Assemblyman Bowman 
pf Santa Cruz county. It undoubtedly 
was the assemblyman's intention that 
this law should prevent the taking for 
the market, during the Breeding sea­ 
son, of these salt water perch, willed 
are locally and elsewhere known un­ 
der various names. 
As a m atter of 
fact, the most common name for these 
fish in Monterey Bay 
1b 
“surf-fish.” 
These salt water perch br “surf-fish” 
belong to the family of Embiotacidae, 
and are known for the peculiarity of 
bearing the young fish alive instead 
of spawning eggs as is the nature of 
practically all other fishes. The rock 
cod are probably the only other fish 
along the coast bf California that give 
birth to fish rather than eggs, but the 
young of the rock cod can always be 
distinguished by their small size. The 
rock cod when born measure from one- 
quarter to one-half inch in length, 
while the young of the perch usually 
range from 1% to 3% inches in length. 
In conclusion, would state that sec­ 
tion 628-G was intended to apply and 
does apply to all those 
salt 
water 
parches (whatever their local or com­ 
mon name may be) w'hich give birth to 
their young alive. 
There are 
about 
twenty species of these fish in Califor­ 
nia, ranging in size from the smallest 
shiners to the 
split-tail, 
goggle-eye 
and other perch of considerable size. 
While any of 
these 
fish 
may 
be 
caught and used for pleasure or food 
between the first day of May and the 
15th day of July of any year, they can­ 
not lawfully be bought, sold, offered 
for sale, shipped or offered or received 
for shipment, during the said closed 
season.

SOME FACTS ABOUT 


SALI WAIER PERCH 


The following letter has 
been 
re­ 
ceived by County Game Warden W. K. 
Robinson from the State Fish and 
Game Commission: 
San Francisco, June 15, 1914. 
To Whom It May Concern:—It 
has 
come to our attention that the fisher­ 
men on San Francisco Bay and else­ 
where have been shipping and selling 
salt water perch since the llAt day of 
May, which is in violation of section 
(528-G of the Penal Code of this state. 
We feel that these violations have re­ 
sulted from Ignorance of the meaning 
if the law itself and in particular from 
Ignorance as to the identity of the fish 
that are mentioned in 
the 
law. 
To 
clear up these misunderstandings we 
are submitting this letter and would 
request that it be given close attention 
by the market fishermen and such pub­ 
licity as may be needed to 
prevent 
further violations on the part of fish­ 
ermen who may not 
them selves 
see 
the letter. 
Section 628-G, above referred to, was 
Introduced at the last session of the 
legislature by Assemblyman Bowman 
af Santa Cruz county. 
It undoubtedly 
was the assemblyman’s intention that 
this law should prevent the taking for 
the market, during the breeding sea­ 
son, of these salt water perch, which 
are locally and elsewhere known un­ 
der various names. 
As a matter of 
fact, the most common name for these 
fish in Monterey Bay 
is 
“surf fish.” 
These salt water perch or “surf fish” 
belong to the family of Embiotacidae, 
and are known for the peculiarity of 
bearing the young fish alive instead 
of spawning eggs as Is the nature of 
practically all other fishes. 
The rock 
cod are probably the only other fish 
along the coast of California that give 
birth to fish rather than eggs, but the 
young of the rock cod can always be 
distinguished by their small size. The 
rock cod when horn measure from one- 
quarter to one-half 
inch 
In 
length, 
while the young of the perch usually 
range from I Va to 3 Vs inches in length. 
In conclusion, would state that 
sec­ 
tion 628-G was intended to apply and 
does apply to all those 
salt 
water 
perches (whatever their local or com­ 
mon name may be) which give birth to 
their young alive. 
There are 
about 
twenty species of these fish in Califor­ 
nia, ranging in size from the smallest 
shiners to the 
split-tail, 
goggle-eye 
and other perch of considerable size. 
While any of 
these 
fish 
may 
be 
caught and used for pleasure or food 
between the first day of May and the 
15th day of July of any year, they can­ 
not lawfully be bought, sold, offered 
for sale, shipped or offered or received 
for shipment, during the said closed 
season. 
After' the publication of this notice, 
the commission 
will 
prosecute 
any 
fisherman or other person 
violating 
section 628-G.

It will be but a few' weeks now be­ 
fore the bean farmers as well as just 
ordinary sportsmen will be able to 
unlimber

July 31 is the date, to be exact. 
Judging 
from 
reports 
that 
have 
been coming in from the bean ranches 
the farmers will hail the open sea­ 
son on rabbits with joyous acclaim 
a- the little pests .have been doing 
hundreds, if not thousands, of dollars 
of damage to the crops both on the 
San Joaquin rancho and In the lands 
round about the 
head 
of 
Newport 
Bay. 
Bean lands adjoining 
fhe 
brushy 
foothill territory have been especially 
infested witn tile rabbits. 
The little 
beasts gnaw off the bean plants at 
the ground and eat but a little of the 
tender stem. 
The succulent tendrils 
at (he tops of the plants are entire­ 
ly ignored by the cottontail. 
VV,here the bean ranches 
run 
up 
close to the brush in the foothills the 
rabbits have been known to devastate 
st rills from twenty-five to thirty feet 
in width. 
All these nefarious 
activities 
of 
Br'er Rabbit have made Hie farmers 
furious, naturally, and it it not at 
all unlikely that every husbandman 
on the lug ranches will shoulder his 
gun when July 31 rolls around 
and 
proceed to do great damage to the 
“varm ints.” 
Of course, there is a tifteen-a-day 
limit on the cottontails but, at that, 
the number of hunters that will be in 
the field from the time the season 
opens will have an appreciable tend­ 
ency to decrease the quantity of rab­ 
bits. 


After Rabbits, Deer 


The Orange county nimrods who do 
not care for rabbit hunting will not. 
have a chance to display their prow- 
ess at other lines until 
August 
15, 
when the deer season opens. 
This 
year the season will remain open un­ 
til September 15. 


Doves September 1 


Dove shooting will begin September 
1 and will continue until November I. 
The lim it on doves as well as on quail, 
the season on which opens October 
15 and continues until November 15, 
is twenty per day 
Quail Plentiful 


Quail hunters all over the country 
are enthusiastic over the outlook for 
this season 
Reports that have been 
com ing in lately are to the effect that 
the present season will be far better 
than those for years preceding. Weath­ 
er conditions have been ideal so far 
and the birds are plentiful. Of course, 
the predatory animals will exact 
a 
toll among the quail but just to what 
extent the crop will be damaged from 
this source cannot he said.
